others of the W *t bavo substantial rcasona 
for their present discontent. According to 
the b-st authorities the chief products of their 
farms bave greatly declined in prlca, so that 
the ro'urns are InmfQ Mont ta meet expenses 
and afford a confortable living. Many ol 
;hem have had tnelr farm mortgages fore- 
slosod and with their families have been 
nrned into tho streot, and m my others would 
lave shared thos-um; fate \v :re tho market 
price of firms snc'i as to encourjce hollers 
of rnorrgages to press their claims. 


And what is worse, tho average ^Vnatorn 


farmer is not encouraged by his outlook ior 
t h j future. If he proceeds to plint corn, or 
sow wheat, rye or oats, he feels that the crop 
•when produced wi I after expenses are paid, 
yield nlin uo moQ^y returns, and tbat instea 1 
of bettering his condition ho is every year 
sinking deeper into the mire than boforj. 
This has been his experience o£ severe! year.-s 
and tho prospect was never lei-s hopeful than 
at the present time.

may see who studies the sltua'.ion.

Journal of Commerce quotes "j prornluen 
Western manacer" to the eft. o! that with th' 
exception of pork the products of the farm, 
have declined fifty per cent, within tho pa- 
ten years, and during the same uerlod the 
productiveness of the land has diminished 
through constan* cultivation so as to materl 
ally lessen the practical value of his posses 
slons. In no sense can tbe Western farm:; 
cope for prosperity or anticipate reasonabh 
returns from his labor under conditions BC 
adverse as those which he feels now confroni 
him.

tho Income tax provisions of the revenue nlll. 
It ia represented tbat these are part of tlie 
compromise amendments of which wo have 
heard so much lately, though Mr. 
Vest 


himself ia not reported to have said so. 
Assuming that such is tho fact, the Vest 
amendments will receive the support of all 
the Democratic Senators. Hill, o£ course, is 
not counted.

All the proposed amendments are intended 


evidently to meet the objections raised by 
opponents of the tax. 
Tno most Important 


of them, in one view, It tbat which provides 
that the levying of the tax shall end .lannary 
1, 1000. It will require new legislation to con- 
tinue thu (ax alter that date, aud since it 
will bo easier to prevent new legislation than 
secure repeal ot a continuing law thla pro- 
visluu has served to conciliate eumo of the op 
ponenu of this feature of the bill. Of course, 
it does not prevent thu repeal of tho tax at 
any time. 


Another amendment is intended to prevent 


double tax.Uion of incomes, first as thu earn- 
ings of corporations, and again as individual 
incomes alter tho earnings have been paid 
tu stockholders in dlvideiios. 
If part nf 


a man's income consists oC 
dividends 


which navo already been taSbd iu the hands 
of tlr: corporation, that part is to be exumpt. 
Tais is obviously just, and Jn conceding it 
tho advocates nf tho tax do no more than they 
oucht to have done regardleKS of any com- 
promise. 


Another amendment deprives the revenue , 


agent of power to examine '.he books and ac- 
counts of persons accused of making false re- 
turns. An individual return of taxable in- 
come may bo increased by the assessor if ho 
believes it to be too low, but tho tax payer Is 
given an opportunity to show that iho assess- 
ment is too high. 


Another amendment exempts the salaries 


of scato, count.y and municipal ofllcers from 
tiio operation of tho law. Tho theory of thi« 
amendment Is not stated. Perhaps it is that 
Congress would trespass upon the rights of 
states if it should dlminlen by taxation the 
salaries of state officials fixed by or under 
state- laws. 


There aro other amendments of nnro or less 


Importanco.all of which, liko those mentioned, 
aro iu tho direction of greater leniency. They 
all tend to remove objections urged by Demo- 
crats who aro opposed to tho tax, and who 
wero likely to vote against tho ontiro bill un- 
less some of the more objectionable features 
of thla tax should bo eliminated or modified.
